SAFE IN CALIFORNIA 


He Reports From Los An- 


geles—16 Years of Ap- 


peal Fruitless 


.Shelton Honeycutt, brother 
six Hempstead county men 


and women, who mysteriously 
vanished from his home 16 
years ago, leaving behind him 
no more trace than the flame 
of a candle which had sudden- 
ly been blown out—is alive 
and is making his home in 
Los Angeles, Calif., relatives 
here said Saturday. 


His case has been n "perfect mys- 


tery." For 16 years it had been as 
baffling as the day he disappeared, 
one January morning in 1917. No word 
to relatives had ever been received 
from him until a latter arrived here 
Thursday night, addressed to a sister, 
Mrs. Harry Segnar of this city. 


Other members of his family are 


four brothers, Jewell, Lemuel, Alton 
and Odis Honeycutt. Two sisters are 
living in the county. They are Mrs. 
John Breeding of near Hope, and Mrs. 
Harry Segnar, of this city 


Vathcr Still Living 


His father, now a tired old man of 


71 years, is still living, making his 
home with a son, Odis Honeycutt of 


'Ann. His mother has been dead for 


Members of the family have never 


reconciled themselccs to the belief 
that Shelton had been killed acciden- 
tally or had died from some cause 
during his 16 years absence. Confi- 
dently believing that he was alive and 
would be found some day. 


The Honeycutts were' 
born on a 


small farm near DcAnn. When small 
children their 
mother 
died. Their 


father married 
again. There 
was 


trouble in the family. Mrs. Honeycutt 
moved to Texarkana, where she now 
lives. She took with her two step- 
sons. Shelton and Alton Honeycutt; 
and a step-daughter, now Mrs. Harry 
Segnar of this city. 
Alton did not stay long in Texarkana. 
He moved back to Hope to live with 
his other brothers an dsistcrs. The 
daughter, now Mrs. Segnar, remained. 
In January, 1917 she married, moving 
from Texarkana to Little Rock and 
then back to Hope. 
That 
January 


morning she left Texarkana was the 
last seen of her brother, Shelton. He 
vanished and has never been seen by 
any of his relatives. No word had ever 
come from him until the letter re- 
ceived here by Mrs. Segnar Thurs- 
day night. It came by uir mail.

not explain his actions, belicv- 


that he voluntarily sought refuge 
that mysterious haven of oblivon 


which beckons to distressed souls. 


Sought for 16 Years 


Radio appeals, newspaper and mag- 


azine 
advertisements,

the 1G years of hts strange disappear- 
ance, failed to penetrate his secret or 
even learn his motive, leaving investi- 
gators and his family squarely up 
aganst a blank wall of mystery. 


These are the only facts in tJie case, 


until work was received from him 
Thursday; all the rest is conjecture. 


Shelton Honeycutt grew to manhood 


during his absence. 
He is now 33 


years of age, and is still single, the 
letter stated. 


His message to his sister was brief. 


He sUHed that he was in good health, 
liyWB in Los Angeles, and that he 
didn't "know why I have not written." 


In a closing paragraph he wrote: "I 


have a job that must be finished, and 
then I will return to visit home folks." 


His family expects him within the 


next few days. 


When he returns his brothers and 


sisters and other relatives will wel- 
come Hempstead county's first-class 
man of mystery.

excise tax of $1 for each $1,000 of the 
adjusted declared value of its capital 
stock." 


This is the other side of the "New 


Deal." In addition to all the real and 
personal taxes that a business house 
pays along, with the Individual citizen, 
it pays a state franchise tax—to which 
is now added this federal franchise 
tax. 


But there will bo no squawking.

have shown the people the way out 
—and the cost of the emergency meas- 
ures must be met.

At the same time here is the sound- 


est possible argument for continued 
reduction in the cost of local and state 
government. 


AH our citizens arc paying new fed- 


eral taxes, for gasoline, bank checks, 
tires, cosmetics and soft drinks, be- 
cause the federal government has tak- 
en over many of the duties and all of 
the relief work formerly performed 
by city, county and state.

Co-operative marketing of 
truck 


crops was the topic of the Kiwanis 
club dinner at the New Capital Hotel 
Friday night. O. J. Seymour, Smith- 
Hugh instructor of vocational agri- 
culture at Fairvicw School, near Cam- 
den, addressed the club. 


"Our association netted Irish potato 


growers ?1.40 per 100 pounds for 12 
carloads of potatoes, after all costs," 
said Mr. Seymour. "Two cars netted 
the growers ?1.G2 while one netted 
only $1,03," he said. "However, many 
outside the co-op association prefer- 
red to take $1.00 and $1.10 per bushel 
in cash, rather than taking a chance 
of marketing through our association. 
And due to the misfortunes and mis- 
takes of many efforts in co-operative 
marketing fanners you can't much 
blame those who preferred the cer- 
tainty of a lower cash price." 


"For any degree of success you must 


have an organization which has the 
support of all its members. And you 
must have a leader who is experienced 
in marketing, and who has the con- 
fidence of the members," he contin- 
ued, along with some good look in 
dealing and marketing.

They represented Shelby, Panola, 


Nacogdochcs, Rusk, Sabinc and San 
Augustine counties, Texas and Cacldo, 
Bossier, Red River, DeSota, Natchi- 
.tochcs and Webster parishes, Louisi- 
ana. 


Relief requests were based on fed- 


eral plans for cotton acreage reduc- 
tion. One—that favored in the major- 
ity of parishes and counties—asks the 
government to reimburse planters for 
destroyed acreage at the same rate 
the administration plans to pay farm- 
ers for plowing up cotton in accord- 
ance with a Southwidc acreage re- 
duction campaign. In addition, under 
this plan, farmers would carry out 
their contracts, leaving many sections 
with practically no 1933 cotton crop.

"The Massacre of Glencoc,'' by John 


Buchan, is the first of a new series of 
books being issued under the general 
heading, "Great Occasions.'1 It is the 
aim of the publishers to make each 
book a graphic sketch of some dra- 
matic 
moment 
in 
history, 
and—- 


judging by the first of the series— 
the idea ought to result in some very 
interesting reading matter. 


Mr. Buchan's book deals with that 


singuarly cruel and treacherous bit 
of wholesale murder by which the 
English, in 1932, sought to persuade 
the wild highland clans of Scotland 
that any further resistance to the Brit- 
ish crown would be worse than use- 
less. 


The British felt that they had to 


make an example of some clan. They 
dared not pick a large one, for Kin? 
William was engaged in a war in 
Flanders at the time and could'l spare 
tco many troops; so n small group of 
some 150 persons was marked for 
slaughter. 


Troops were sent to the isolated glen 


where this clan lived. The soldiers 
made friends with the inhabitants, 
were feasted by them, were entertain- 
ed in their homes; then, early on a 
cold winter morning, they turned on 
them and began shooting them down 
in eold blood. 


Even then they bungled the job. 


Some 35 clansmen were slain, and 
perhaps un equal number perished in 
flight over the mountains; but the 
clan as a whole survived and return- 
ed to its valley, the outrage helped to 
revive the dying Jacobite sentiment 
among the Highlanders — and, all in 
all, the venture stands as one of the 
most senseless bits of thuggery ever 
indulged in by a responsible govern- 
ment.

to Meet Tuesday 


Session Will Take But One 


Hour, Certifying State 


Vote 


LITTLE ROCK—Upbn receipt of of- 


ficial returns from all counties, Sec- 
retary of State Ed F. McDonald Fri- 
day compiled a list of delegates chos- 
2n at the special election July 18 to 
•epresent the various counties at the 
;tate convetnioh which will meet at 
ho capitol Tuesday to go through the 
'ormality of casting Arkansas' vote in 
avor of ratification of the Twenty- 
"irst (prohibition repeal) amendment 
o the federal constitution. 
Tabulation of the complete vote by 


counties, leaving 23 counties in which 
the Eighteenth amendment showed 
that 67,622 persons voted for repeal 
and 46,091 voted against repeal, the 
majority for repeal being '21,531. 


A majority voted for repeal in 52 


counties, leaving 23 ountibs in whih 
he drys were in the majority. 
The vote was fairly lose in several 
ounties, but most of the eastern Ar- 
lansas counties returned large major- 
ties in favor 6f repeal. Poinsett coun- 
y reported the largest majority for 
epeal, the .vote in that county being 
eported as 2,978 for repeal and 160 
gainst. There was no dry candidate 
or delegate in that county. 
Faulkner county reported the larg- 
st majority against repeal, the vote 
eing 547 for and 1,298 against. 
The act passed by the 1933 legisla- 


ure, providing for a referendum elec- 
ion on repeal and for election at the 
ame time of delegates to a state cori- 
ention, requirts that the formal vote 
f the convention be governed by re- 
ults of the statewide referendum, 
Under a strict interpretation of this 
et the delegates from the 23 dry coiin- 
ics would be expected to vote to rati- 
y the repeal amendment, but since a 
majority of the counties voted for re- 
peal and elected repeal delegats, there 
probably will be no loud protest if 
'ach delgat votes in accordance with 
he vote of his county. 
The convention probably will not be 
n session more than an hour, since 
t will be necessary only to organize 
and take a formal vote on the ques- 
ion of ratification. The result Will be 
;ertified to Washington as the acton 
)f the conventon wthout reference to 
he referendum election.
